Your Income Tax 


No. 2 
H O W T O A V O ID C O M M O N 
E R R O R S 
Fifteen million persons, firms, and 
corporations, it is estimated, will 
probably file income tax returns tills 
year. These returns began to trickle 
in around January I. Every return 
for the calendar year 1940 m ust be 
in by m idnight of March 15. In or­ 
der to handle the enormous volume 
of work alone entailed of receiving 
these returns, the Bureau of In ter­ 
nal Revenue has greatly increased 
its staff in its several district of­ 
fices. 
The 
experience 
oi 
form er 
years shows th a t tlu* Bureau Is al­ 
ways swain tied with late returns. If 
taxpayers will file their returns early, 
they will find th a t this will be m utu­ 
ally beneficial to them and to the 
government. 
A large number ol these returns 
contain errors which, if not cor­ 
rected by the audit, would result to 
the disadvantage of the taxpayer. 
Many persons pay in more than the 
am ount of the tax due; others fall 
to take advantage of the personal 
exemption, the credit allowed lor 
dependents, or deductions from gross 
income to which they are entitled. 
In making out your income lax re­ 
turn, read carefully and study the 
instructions 
th a t aeeompany 
the 
forms on which the tax is computed. 
If you need more information, it 
may be obtained at tile office of tile 
collector of Internal revenue, deputy 
collector, or an internal revenue 
agent in charge. When you visit un 
internal revenue office to get assis­ 
tance in making out your return, 
take a copy of your 1939 return with 
you.

She w’orked hard to make it a success each year, and generally suc­ 
ceeded. 
She had a passion for flowers. 
Long rows of narcissus and 
other early blooms graced the front yard, and in turn tulips, geraniums, 
chrysanthem um s took their part in the sum m er program of display. 
Inside the garden gate she had a full bed of roses of rare varieties. 
Fortunately these came into bloom while she yet lived and she enjoyed 
the luxury of their beauty. 
In looking over the past, I now’ see th at 
she voluntarily labored too hard for the am ount of profit th a t the 
vegetables afforded. But with her work seemed to be more a recreation 
than labor. 
Cutting Ire and Skating 
The building of the Lake in the w inter of 1893 gave us considerable 
pleasure. It originated with the idea of furnishing ice for an adjouning 
creamery, but we soon recognized th a t it could be made a thing of 
beauty, and u source of pleasure all the year round. As soon as it was 
finished and filled with water I borrowed a fiat boat and my wife and I 
enjoyed the sensation of floating on its surface. 
When it froze over in 
winter I made a skating chair in which she sat and I w ith skates on 
pushed lier round tile smooth surface. 
The Lake became a great source 
of enjoym ent to us in after years. 
Budd built a fine boat, which his 
m other named the “Lady of the Lake.” 
She was a lover of W alter 
Scott’s poetry. 
Many a happy hour we spent in it rowing back and 
forth. 
In winter when it w’as frozen over it was the resort of all the 
skaters in the village and I took as much pleasure as Hie youngest of 
them in skimming over its surface. 
In the centre an island was con­ 
structed that gave it a more picturesque appearance. 
After the first 
year, with considerable labor and expense, we doubled its size. 
The 
principal part of this work was done by Budd whilst his m other and I 
were absent in Tennessee. .The year following we planted thirty-tw o 
locust trees around the border above and u num ber of willows below 
the breast. These gave it a unique and attractive appearance. 
Beside 
the pleasure derived, it also afforded us some profit from the sale of 
ice each winter. Up to this date, 1902. I have collected about $100 from 
it. 
It cost in labor and m aterial about $200 
All things considered we 
regard it as about the best investm ent on the place. 
Home Life in Winter 
In the wanters we gathered around us w hat would best conduce to 
our comfort. We never economized on fuel. To be warm in cold w eather 
was one of our greatest luxuries. 
We generally kept but one fire but 
we kept that fire going steadily night and day. 
In rough w eather, and 
especially in the evenings we sat around the stove, reading books and 
magazines, and through tile agency of a daily paper, kept in touch with 
the current events of the world. 
We found reading to be a perpetual 
source oi happiness and a relief from the monotonies of domestic life. 
Happily we were so situated, financially, th a t we were not forced to any 
effort we chose to avoid. 
Thus the years came and passed till the saddest calam ity of my 
life, gathered suddenly like a cloud over Meadowhill and I saw the best 
and dearest one on earth to rue, sm itten down without hope of recovery. 
We made her bed in the library room on the ffrst floor, fronting the 
street 
There we watched ovei her for five weeks, doing w hat we could 
to alleviate her sufferings. 
I took charge of her by day and Budd at 
night, 
she wanted no other nurses and seemed to be happy in the 
midst of her sneering,h that were always a t her side. 
It was a cold 
rough spring. 
She never liked winter and one of the sad incidents of 
her last experience on earth was a fearful blizzard th at lasted several 
days iii February. 
The cold was intense, the mow fell for several days and drifted high, 
while the fierce northwest gale swept over the earth. 
She rem arked 
pathetically th at she would have felt more resigned to her fate, had 
God called her in the spring when the flowers were blooming. B ut she 
died bravely, resigning her soul to God in faith, and trusting her loved 
ones to His Providential care. 
We sent for George to come home and 
for three days he traveled against the storm to get to his m other’s side. 
It gladdened her heart to see him once more and realize th a t we were 
together, (hough for (he last Qtne. 
The end came on M arch 17, 1899. 
There was no stranger in the house when she expired about 2 a n i. She 
was buried in the family lot in Sunnyside Cemetery.

Governor James Takes 
Stand Against Model 
Anti-Sabotage Bill

Harrisburg, Jan. 28—The rights of 
the people, “particularly as regards 
the right to strike,” Governor Ar 
th u r H. Jam es said today, “ought 
to be practically the sam e in w ar­ 
time as they are in peacetim e.” 
Commenting on a proposed “mod 
el 
anti-sabotage bill” which drew 
sharp opposition from both the {TO 
and AFL, Jam es declared 
he 
was 
“inclined to agree with them ,” th a t 
a 
provision 
perm itting 
closing 
streets around plants with defense 
orders would “restrict the rights of 
labor.” 
Does Not Distrust Labor 
“We don’t distrust labor in peace­ 
tim e,” the Governor declared. “Why 
should we distrust it in w artim e?” 
Both Philip Murray, chairm an of 
the committee 
for 
industrial or­ 
ganization, and Jam es L. McDevitt, 
head of th e Pennsylvania Federa­ 
tion 
of Labor, 
said 
closing 
tile 
streets would infringe on “labor's 
right to assemble, picket and strike.” 
An 
“emergency” 
m easure, 
the 
anti-sabotage bill would be in ef­ 
fect only until May 15, 1945, when 
the selective service and training 
act of 1940 expired, 
“and 
there­ 
after whenever the United States 
Is a t war. 
Reviewed By Attorney General 
The bill, which its sponsors said 
was aimed at setting up a unified 
nation-wide network of anti-sabot­ 
age laws, was sent to the Governor

Reno, “in the same form," the con­ 
ference adopted 
H arrington Adams, deputy atto r­ 
ney general.
